tho gossips moit frequent, and there listens 
with the keenest zest to the annals of tho 
neighborhood 
By this means ho~is thor 


oughly conversant with what is going on for 
miles around, and ho has time and again sur- 
prised bis friends as well as his political ad 
\ ersarics by his intimate knowledge of local 
incidents 


He is a man of wonderful individual ef 


fort in his political movements, relying 
largely upon his knowledge of men and his 
ability to gain their favor 
Mover on any 


occasion has ho been known to fail to recog 
nizo a man whom ho has seen before, or to be 
able to call up in conversation with him 
some incident or circumstance attending 
their former meeting His memory of names 
and "faces is a continual surprise oven to 
those most intimate with him He never 
slights the Republicans of his district, and 
during his numerous canvasses has managed 
to eat a meal or stay all night with every one 
of them

I'ho Bravo Soldier and Gentle 


Civilian Taken to His 


Home. 


Funeral Services at St. Matthew's 


Church and at the Grave—Car- 


dinal Gibbons' Sermon. 


Visible Emotion of "Uncle Billy" Sher- 


man 
Upon Parting From His 


Old Comrade and Friend. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.— Tho obsoqniej 


over tho remains of General Sheridan, 
which took place yesterday morning al 
tun o'clock at BL Matthews' Church, were 
solemn and impressive, and in many re- 
spects as ulmplo an affair as It well could 
bavo boon, considering the groat promi- 
nence »(tho man whoso memory was be- 
ing honored. No one could gain admit- 
tance to tho church oxcopt thoao who had 
tlokotn, and It was a most difficult matter 
to procure thorn, as tho church building 
In small. However, thoro were soat*; not 
occupied, iy spite of tho fact that thou- 
sands of pooplo thronged the streets in 
tho vicinity. Thor.e seats had all boon 
apportioned, aud tho reason why they 
woro not occupied was because majiy 
persons to whom tickets had boon sent 
woro not 
In 
tho 
city. 
Thcso wore 


mostly Senators and Koprosontativoi. 
Nolthor gallery la tho church was half 
full of pooplo, but tlio midttorura was 
filled comfortably. 
Thoro were hun- 


dreds of persons on tho outuldo who knew 
this, and many of them pleadod hard to 
bo allowed to ontor tlio edifice, but to no 
purpose, aa tho pollro woro immovable, 
well knowing that if thoy allowed a few 
to go In, thoro was no excuse tor keeping 
out others ns loug ns thoro was standing 
room even la tho aisles. 


Tho decorations in tlio olinreh woro do- 


cldodly military. 
T!io catafalque 
on 


which tlio casket rested was draped with 
United Htatos flags, and over the casket 
was also spread a largo flag. Tho late 
Oouoral's sword was lying across this. 
At tlio four corners of tho catafalque 
woro ilagi ou polos; flags woro also on 
tlio altar, and tho railings of tho gal- 
lories woro 
fostoonod with 
National 


colors. On either sklo of tho chancel 
luid boon placed tho magnificent floral 
emblems which hud boon sout by various 
organizations and admirers of Uio dead 
military horo. 


Tho services commenced promptly at 


tho appointed hour. Tho requiem mass 
was celebrated by Father MiU'Wu. Car- 
dinal Gibbons delivered the address, and 
Uvunty-flvo or thirty priests vKtro also 
present to assist In the chants, aud tho 
acolytes numbered nearly fifty. Tho 
choir of Ht. Matthews In a largo one, aud 
considered tho finest of any in tho oity. 
Tho staging was flno, and altogether tho 
entire service, which lusted about ono 
hour aud a half, was solemnly and sa- 
credly beautiful.

dinal Gibbons was delivered with such 
fooling and earnestness that many of tho 
old warriors proaoul had moibtoyos.

With thd 
Senators just in front of him was Gen- 
eral W^de Hampton, a noted Confederate 
commander of cavalry, and In the same 
pew with General Wheeler was General 
Hooker, of Mississippi It was the latter 
who, a few days ag'o, in the House of 
Representatives, spoke so feelingly upon 
the resolutions in regard to the death of 
General Sheridan. These men came with 
men who were equally prominent on the 
TJnlon side to join in doing homage to the 
fame and character of Sheridan. 


Bo far as the funeral cortage was con- 


oeioed, it was almost strictly military, 
and was decidedly in good taste and ID 
accordance with the expressed wishes ot 
General Sheridan before his death. A 
feature of very great interest to the 
civilians who gathered in thousands along 
the route, was the leading of the Gen- 
eral's horse, Guy. It was a custom with 
the heathen to load the riderless horse of 
a dead warrior to tho grave of the sol- 
dier and have the animal killed on-, the 
grave. In later periods the life of *the 
animal was spared.

rible tragedies o£ Saturday night Hun- 
dreds of people came to tho oity yester« 
day from tho surrounding country by 
special traius to visit the scene of the 
conflict. 
Continuous streams of people 


passed all day to and from tho old'Gallup 
residence to view the body of the dead 
murderer as it lay in the city fire engine 
house. The lateness ol the hour prevent- 
ed full particulars of the murder and the 
events following it from being sent ont 
Saturday night. At the home of the Gallnp 
family, consisting of old Samuel Gallup, 
hie wife, Frank and Charles, their two 
sons, Frank's wife and Home small chil- 
dren, a family row was la progress about 
nine o'clock in the evening. Prank and 
Charlie were boating the old man, when 
P. J. Pine, a hardware merchant of this 
place; Wm. Reinig, a drug clerk, amj 
Mr. Patterson, a traveling man, went to 
the Gallup house to see what the trouble 
was and to assist in restoring peace. 
Prank Gallup, without any provocation or 
warning, advanced from the house and, 
drawing a revolver, said, 


VWhat do you want horc? Take that, 


d 
n yon," 


He flred ono shot, whicih entered Pine's 


breast above the heart, killing him al- 
most instantly. Those with Pine at once 
gave the alarm, and in a very few -min- 
utes at least five hundred angry and ex- 
cited oitizens wore at tholiscene of tho 
murder. The excitement grew so intense 
that dire threats of vengeance were made 
against the mnrderor, Frank Gallup was 
known to be a desperate man When, 
aroused, and it was deemed best to call 
oul company E of the Eighth regiment 
State militia to assist in capturing him. 


On the arrival of tho militia at the 


scone, a lino was formed around the Gal-! 
lup plaoe, which included a garden con- 
taining some trees and shrubbery, and iijj 
a short time Frank Gallup was heard by 
one of the guards iu tho i-our of the house 
calling from the shrubbos'-y in tho garden 
to his wife in the house. At the same 
time old man Gallup and his « ife were 
assuring those in front of tho house that 
tbeir son Frank was not there but had 
fled, and invited thorn to onter and search 
the house and satisfy themselves of the 
truth of their statements. 


HavingBno suspicion of treachery, Burt 


Klce, Dave Campbell, T. E.^Patterson, n 
'Chicago traveling man; T. H. Winfrey 
aud others of the militia company and 
citizens wont to tho house. They had 
searched Ihe cellar, and wore coming out 
of it, when Fran* Gallup appeared, 
armed with two revolvers. Dave Camp- 
bell, who was unarmed, grappled with 
him at the door, and rocoivod a probably 
fatal wouud in tho nock from the dospe- 
rado's revolver. Standing over tho pros- 
trate form of Campbell, the desperado 
reloaded his revolver with cartridges 
handed him by one of tho women from 
within tho house, and enmtnenced on in^ 
discriminate faro upon,those within sight 


His noxt shot took offeot on T. P. Win-, 


frey, wounding him in the leg slightly. 
Ho then started to run toward the rear of 
the house, and encountered Militiaman 
Bert Rice. Both flred almost at the same 
Instaht. Rico's shot, it seems, did not 
tako effect, but the shot from Gallup's 
pistol ontorod Rice's breast, and he died 
in a few moments. 


Gallup then encountered Morris Fletch- 


er,another militiaman, who raised his gun 
under his arm, ho beius too close to bring 
It to his shoulder. With ;the muzzle al- 
most touching Gallup's back he flred.' 
The ball passed clear through Gallup's 
body. 


It was not yot known thatRGallup was 


dead, and preparations wore continued 
for a closer investigation and to prevent 
any further low of hf» by the treachery 
of tho other members of the family. In 
a short time Frank Gallup's wife appeared 
and stated that her husband was dead, 
but fearing further treachery, a rope was 
passed to her with instructions to put it 
around her husband's neck. She con- 
sented, and in this manner the body of 
tho dead desperado was hauled from 
where it lay al the rear of the house. 


Such was the fury of the mob that the 


corpse was dragged through the streets 
nt the end of the rope. Old man Gallup 
nnd his wife have been arrested and sent 
to Clartnda to stand trial as accomplices 
in the night's terrible deeds. 


Pine, the murdei ed man, was a hard- 


ware merchant of titis place, very highly 
respected and a member of tho Knights 
of Pythias. Ho loaves a young wife and 
two little children. 
Bert Rice, the dead 


militiaman, lived near Imogene. He was 
unmarried. Old man Gallup was wound- 
ed in tho affray, but it 13 not known 
whether it was at the hands of his son or 
those on the outside. Tho Gallup family 
has resided here about eight yoars, and 
has had rathor an unsavory reputation.

dBy morning, when the death of Luoiuf 
K. Tattle became known. Tuttle was thi 
agent for the Louisville & Nashvilli 
railroad at this place, and was formerly 
connected with the Cincinnati & Souhern 
road. All day the doctors endeavored t 
allay the fears of tho people by saying 
that there was comparatively little dan- 
ger o£ the disease spreading, as the-quar 
antine precautions which had been taken 
wore so effectual that the fever could 
not reach beyond tho hospitals. Although 
this sentiment was contrary to all known 
precedents, it had considerable effec 
upon the people.

The country sur- 
rounding the city is ureatly excited} and 
the constant explosion of firearms of all 
sizes show that everything possible is be- 
ing done to prevent tho fever extending 
beyond the limits of the city. In many 
villages a "shot-gun" quarantine has 
been established in addition to the usuai 
precaution of fumigating. 


At Six o'clock last evening two other 


cases were reported. 
Mr. Gilder, who 


kept a restaurant adjoining the building 
where the rest of tho cases were found, 
and Henry Veller, a tailor, are the vie 
tims. After Monday nil the banks will 
open at ten o'clock and close at one 
o'clock.

We all know what Gertrude Garrison baa 


done in journalism—how versatile and pow- 
erful has been her pen, not as a writer 
merely, but as an editor. A journalist in 
every fconsa of the word, she has mode Jjer 
potont, but never offensive, individuality 
felt. A certain dash and spirit peculiarly 
her own pervado whatever she writes, and 
she has withal, what few women writers 
possess, a faculty for humor. 


This is as noticeable in her conversation as 


in her writing. 


I feel a peculiar interest in this anther's 


works of fiction, largely for the reason that 
two or three years ago, when: I flwt read 
some of her short otories, I saw that, although 
she was exceptionally successful in newspaper 
work, sho was missing the development of 
hor ^highest talent, which is story writing: 
Her stories have the charm of tenderness in 
an unusual and powerful degree. 
They, 


touch tho heart, while seeming to have been 
written without any; thought of producing 
effect. In that and another partionlar Qer- 
trude Garrison's stories resemble thoss of 
John Shorthousofin that an atmosphere of 
high spirituality pervades them. The inter 
cst of her stories hangs less upon the incidents 
and events than upon tho .subtle'interior 
changes of their people.. We meet, minds, 
and not simply, figures, in the creations of 
her iancy. , 


It is a rare gift to be able to write an ex- 


cellent short story, and for the. most /part <t 
is thankless work. Tho author uses up ma- 
terial which if expanded Into a serial would 
bring him money and fame—ho gets but 
little of either for the short story, . 


Among Gertrude Garrison's many estima- 


ble ami lovable attributes ore. those of gen- 
erosity and kindness to her felJew writers, 
being ever ready to giro them a helping 
hand up the steep and thorny path of litera- 
ture-which sho has so successfully traveled. 


CELIA LOGAN. 


There is a variety, a fascination about 


newspaper work which is possessed .by no 
other profession. Yot it is the hardest pos- 
sible work and tho money reward is ridicu- 
lously small. The instances where a cut- 
tured, practical newspaper man can moke 
$5,000 a year are very rare indeed. Fifty 
dollars a week is a good average for men who 
Imvo buon in tho profession for years. Tbe 
same amount of ability and hard work in 
law or medicine will bring a man fortune 
;tud fame. Wo havo our CockeriUs and 
Lords and Tovrnsends and Howards, men 
who are receiving good salaries for work and. 
brains which would in any other profession 
bring fortunes. But they are the exception 
and not tho rule. It is the proprietor who 
makes the money in journalism. 
The work- 


ing journalist, however brilliant ho may bo, 
is roi'ely endowed with the business faculty, 
in fact it frequently seems that tho more able 
ho is as a newspaper man the less ho' under- 
stands of practical finances. 
Tho average 


citizen with his snug bank account. and 
method!oal ideas is therefore apt to regard. 
tho newspaper man as an erratic and soino^ 
what reprehensible person who, possibly, has 
great capabilities but who fritters away bis 
chances and ekes out a scanty livelihood ;by 
a little writing. That ho is a hard worker 
rarely 
strikes the average citizen ' OS

is paid ten dollars for a certain article. . _.|t 
takes him, possibly, .two hours to write it.

Tho fact that the journal- 
ist does not accomplish this is looked upoh^ 
by the averago citizen as prlma facie evi- 
dence that ho must loaf a great port of • his, 
time. But the journalist does not core. He 
works on, scribbles away until S or 8 
o'clock in tho morning, braves all sorts of 
dangers, takes the most daring risks, faces 
tho most trying weather, all that theaveroga 
citizen may be able to open the paper, damp 
from tho press, at his breakfast table ana 
learn, over his coffee and rolls, what .the 
great world has been doing while he was 
sleeping. 
The average citizen is apt to re- 


gard tho journalist as a rather useless and 
sometimes annoying person, but how flavor- 
less that breakfast would be if it was not ac- 
companied by the morning newspaper! And 
how tho-avorago citizen would growl!

Mr. Charles A. Dana, The editor of The 


Now York Sun, ia not a sassiety man,and 
does not belong to any of the big New York 
clubs. This latter fact may bo due to tho 
enemies ho bos made in the extremely vigor- 
ous conduct of bis paper. 


Tbo rosult-of this is doubtless to emphasize 


Mr. Dana's liking for eccentaric people. These 
are never more than acquaintances, but it is 
singular that so cultured a man. can find 
pleasure In their company. Every one will 
remembor how he picked up Count Joannes, 
who died here somp years ago. Joannes £ad 
been an 'actor, a little of a writer, consider- 
able oi! a fraud and a good deal of a lunatic. 
His lost freak was to perform Shakespearean 
parts in a theatre in the Bowery, and. Mr. 
Dana used to go and sit in a box. Another 
queer character, and one who drifts into 
Mr. Dana's private office frequently, is 
old "Toppy" (Mark) Moguire, who -used' 
to train boxers.
